Since  early  October,  the  re¬ 
search  committee  of  the  Student 
Senate  has  been  inquiring  into 
the  present  campus  wage  situa¬ 
tion  and  corresponding  with  other 
schools  in  an  effort  to  compare 
Wartburg's  scale  with  that  of  sim¬ 
ilar  midwestern  colleges, 

Wages  Listed. 

Results  of  this  research  revealed 
that  the  following  hourly  rates 
are  paid  at  Wartburg: 

General  work  (maintenance),  50 
cents;  Den,  library,  bookstore,  etc., 
40-50  cents  (tenure  raise);  secre¬ 
tarial  work,  40-50  cents;  student 
laboratory  assistance,  75  cents;

The  Senate  should  bring  the  matter  up  again.  If  the 
students  are  in  favor  of  such  a  concert,  every  effort  should 
be  made  to  promote  one  this  year,  even  though  time  is  short.

Winnie  Will  Win! 

The  last  issue  of  this  column  explained  that  the  British  economy 
is  hopelessly  doomed  to  remain  in  semi-bankrupt  condition  unless  it 
receives  outside  help.  This  week's  column  is  devoted  to  showing  how 
Churchill  will  take  advantage  of  the  only  two  alternatives  open  to 
him  for  obtaining  that  help — American  dollars  or  economic  advantages 
stemming  from  agreements  with  Russia. 

Curiously  enough  Churchill  will  lead  the  English  back  to  a 
foreign  policy  which  he  himself  was  the  first  to  refute.  He  will 
lead  the  English  back  to  a  policy  of  exploitation  of  a  "Balance  of 
Power"  system,  whereby  English  influence  can  be  brought  to 
bear  far  out  of  proportion  to  British  strength. 

Churchill  left  this  ideal  when  he  supported  Roosevelt  in  his  un¬ 
conditional  surrender  demand.  It  would  have  been  more  cortsistent 
with  historic  British  diplomacy  to  negotiate  a  peace  during  the  last 
war.  As  it  was,  prolonged  fighting  not  only  ruined  the  British 
economy,  but  also  robbed  her  of  any  substantial  fruits  of  victory, 
since  most  of  western  Europe  was  devastated. 

This  is  perhaps  the  major  cause  of  the  poverty  of  Britain  today 
The  other  two  causes  are  the  growth  of  nationalism  in  British  colo- 
nies,  reciting  m  the  loss  of  British  economic  interests,  and  the  costly 
socialistic  experiments  of  the  Labor  government. 

Since  it  is  impractical  at  this  time  to  reverse  the  Labor  socialistic 
i^asures,  Churchill  will  begin  by  restoring  British  diplomatic  leader- 
shi^^  By  playing  on  east-west  rivalry,  he  will  be  able  to  reap  some 
substantial  economic  benefits. 

Churchill's  first  concern  is  for  Engiand.  The  British  prime 
iTunister  will  come  to  this  country  and  demand  six  hundred  million 
dollars  ‘n  aid.  Ei^er  this  country  will  comply  with  his  demands, 
or  the  British  will  talk  peace  and  trade  with  Russia.  Already 
Foreign  Secretary  Anthony  Eden  has  extended  the  officiet  hand  of 
fritndship  to  the  Soviet. 

policy  may  result  in  a  temporary  mirage  of  peaceful 
relations  between  the  east  and  west,  it  is  likely  that  Russia  will  rean 
the  greatest  b^^its.  Churchill  hasn’t  learned  thoroughly  enough

'You  Can't  Beat  Drah,' 
Col.  Lancaster  Warns 

Calling  attention  to  the  fact  that 
failure  to  register  is  a  violation 
of  law  and  makes  the  delinquent 
liable  to  penalty,  Colonel  R.  A. 
Lancaster,  Iowa  state  director  of 
selective  service,  recently  ex¬ 
pressed  fear  that  many  youths  in 
Iowa  were  placing  themselves  in 
jeopardy  either  imwittingly 
cause  of  an  "I  thi^  I 
with  it"  attitude. 

Colonel  Lancaster  could  make 
no  estimate  of  the  number  of  eli- 
gibles  who  were  not  registered, 
but  he  said  that  the  local  boards 
have  standing  instruction  to  turn 
over  the  names  of  suspected  de¬ 
linquents  under  the  Selective  Serv¬ 
ice  law  to  federal  authorities  for 
investigation  and  prosecution  if 
facts  \varrant. 

Although  the  young  man  who 
becomes  18  is  required  to  register 
at  a  local  board  office  within  five 
days  of  the  date  of  his  18th  birth¬ 
day,  Lancaster  explained,  if  he 
happens  to  be  away  from  home 
be  need  not  return.  Instead  he 
may  register  at  the  nearest  local 
board  convenient  to  him.  dnd  the 
record  will  be  sent  to  the  local 
board  having  jurisdiction,  even 
though  it  is  in  another  state. 

It  is  mandatory  that  a  registrant 
keep  his  local  board  informed 
of  any  change  in  his  address  or 
change  in  status,  the’ state  direc¬ 
tor  pointed  out,  and  this  applies 
after  he  becomes  26  as  well  as 
before. 

Non-citi2ens  entering  the  United 
States  for  the  first  time  are  re¬ 
quired  to  register  at  a  local  board 
within  six  months  following  the 
date  of  their  entry.
